LEANDER WARREN. 
| 
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West Swanzey, N. H., April 15 — 
One of the oldest and best known 
actors in America, Denman Thompson, 
who made a fortune from “The Old 
Homestead,” died at his country es 
tale in West Swanzey. He was seven­ 
ty-eight years of age. 
Mr. Thompson had been IU of heart 
trouble and uraemia since last month 
Ten days ago his condition was ex 
tremely critical. 
His son, Charles Thompson, and hit 
two daughters, Mrs. VV. I. Kilpatrick 
and Mrs. E. A. McFarland, both of 
Boston, were with him when he died. 
Mr. Thompson was born in a log 
cabin in the hamlet of Beechwood, 
three miles from Olrard, Pa., on Oct 
15, 1833. 
Two 
years 
previous 
his 
father. Captain Rufus Thompson, had 
left West Swanzey, which In la'er 
years this boy of the wilderness wa* 
to make a household word as the set­ 
ting tor “The Old Homestead.” 
At fourteen 
Denman returned to 
West Swanzey, and for three years 
worked with his father as a carpenter. 
When seventeen he set out for Bos­ 
ton In search of employment, and soon 
after Joined Tyson's circus as a prop­ 
erty boy and actor. 
The following winter, 1853, he made 
his first stage appearance as a ‘'supe’' 
under Charlotte Cushman, who was 
playing 
In ‘Moldy Macbeth” at 
the 
Howard Athenaeum Two years later, 
in Lowell, he had his first speaking 
part, and following this he went about 
the country playing Irish and negro 
sketches. 
While traveling Thompson was tak­ 
en ill with rheumatism, and as he lay 
In bed in Pittsburg, Pa., he thought 
out the sketch called “Joshua Whit­ 
comb,” which he later developed into 
“The Old Homestead.M

Republicans Narrowly Missed Scoring 
a Triumph on Amendment Concern­ 
ing 
Extent 
to 
Which 
Publicity 


8hould Be Applied. 


Washington, April 15.—The Demo­ 
cratic party met Its first serious trou­ 
ble in the house of representatives. 
At the close of a session marked 
by insurgency In the Democratic ranks 
by reason of which the Republicans 
narrowly missed scoring a triumph, 
the house passed the Rucker bill for 
publicity of campaign contributions be 
fore election. 
The fight ares o over the extent to 
which publicity silo Id be applied.. But 
for the vigorous sn I continued use of 
the Democratic party whip, an Im­ 
portant 
Republican 
amendment ex­ 
tending publicity to the individual re­ 
ceipts and expenses of candidates for 
congress, would have been retained in 
the bill when it finally passed. 
As It was, tho 
amendment 
was 
adopted over the protest of the Dem­ 
ocratic leaders by the support of fifty- 
two of the Democrats, who voted with 
the solid Republican strength. Resort 
to a parliamentary move enabled the 
Democrats 
later to get 
rid of the 
amendment, but twenty-eight of their 
number refused to change their atti­ 
tude and stuck with the Republicans 
In opposing the Democratic majority.

W ashington, April 15. — Dr. David 
Jayne Hill, of Rochester, N. Y., ain 
bassador from the United States to 
Germany, ha* resigned his post The 
resignation 
has 
been 
accepted 
by 
President Taft. 
N either in Mr. Hill’s letter of resig­ 
nation nor in the president’s letter of 
acceptance Is any r e a ^ n given for 
the am bassador’s action. 
The president thanks Mr. HIU for 
his services at Berlin and says that he 
is glad to know that he will remain 
th eie until July I, when the resigna­ 
tion goes into effect. 
While Ambassador H ill’s resignation 
was a great surprise to oftb Jal Wash 
irigton and to the diplomatic corps, 
it is argued that the fact that he is to 
rem ain at his post until July I indl 
cates that there was nothing urgent iii 
his action. 
Belief is geenral that his retirem ent 
is in accord with the custom of past 
adm inistrations to appoint new ain 
bassadoro to a1) Important posts. 
Changes have been made by Presl 
dent Taft at all such places except to 
Great Britain and Germany. 
In the case of (great Britain Presi­ 
dent Taft offered the mission to Dr 
Eliot, of Harvard university, who de 
d in ed . 
Accepting the resignation, the pres 
Idem wrote under date of April 13: 
"It is with great reluctance that I 
accept your resignation and relieve 
you of a mission which you rave dis 
charged in a m anner which I so highly 
appreciate both as to the actual work 
of the em bassy and as to your rein 
tion to the governm ent to which you 
are accredited. 
"I am glad It will tie convenient to 
you to retain your post until the Int 
of next July." 
It was learned that while the re­ 
signation of Dr. Hill had come as a 
surprise to the general public, he had
